This is no time in which to impute unworthy motives to those 
who are seeking to bring about a .solut ion of w’orld problems. Our 
age is super-critical, and \^e demt^nd a personal and national ideal­ 
ism of others which individually and nationally we do not ourselves 
attain. 
All nations are influenced by motives in which self-interest 
-predominates, and this is true even though certain humanitarian 
motives may be bound up with the self-interest that so largely de­ 
termines action. 
There is no question but that all of the nations represented at 
Lausanne are seeking to secure their own advantage in their deal­ 
ings with the Turks and with each other. Great Britain is in a 
position where her stand is likely to subject her to criticism. Arabs 
and oil are mixed in the territory which Britain seeks to hold. But 
this can be confidently affirmed: In guarding the oil Britain will 
protect the Arabs, or in protecting the Arabs she will guard the 
oil. 
Which is dearer to the British government, the oil or the 
Arabs, is a matter that may easily be guessed at in an age that is 
not particularly given to placing human interests first. 
The conference at Lausanne is serving a useful purpose by 
compelling the nations to show their hands. When all the cards are 
on the table, and each nation knows what every other nation holds, 
there will be a chance of deciding just how the game stands. Of 
course the nations, all of them, are playing for personal advantage 
Nothing other than this can be expected. And in the end what is 
of advantage tp-the nations in conference will be of advantage to 
the territories uiider discussion. 
No one would suggest that the 
Arabs would be better off under the control of the Turks than und­ 
er the protection of Britain. And even though they win such pro­ 
tection because they are where the oil is, the protection protects 
just as completely. In fact the greater the wealth of the territory 
the greater is the likelihood of full protection. 
It is also true that the self-interest of the nations, in develop­ 
ing the resources of such territories, will bring gain to those who 
occupy them. Natural resources would lie undeveloped were it not 
for the resourcefulness of the nations that have developed ability 
along this line. The natives could not undertake such development.

PREVENTION OF UBI ME 


It is not surprising that the Minnesota crime commission 
should recommend that a state constable force be organized in Min­ 
nesota. While a subcommittee of the crime commission did not go 
so far as to make such a demand, but asked that the matter be stud­ 
ied and a recommendation made later, the commission itself ap­ 
proves the idea of a state constabulary. 
The commission expects to face objections to such a proposal 
but is face to face with the fact that criminals are running at large, 
committing horrible crimes and escaping the penalty. When men 
are shot down in cold blood, as Orville P. Walby, World War vet' 
eran, was shot to death in his grocery store in Minneapolis on 
Saturday night as he stood with his hands above his head in ohed 
ience to the command of his murderers, it is to be expected that 
those who are entrusted with the duty of making recommendations 
for the prevention of crime will be led to take a stand for what, 
were it not for such horrible crimes, they would not think of asking. 
Drastic methods must sometimes be adopted to gain desired 
ends, and in seeking to check the spread of crime in the State of 
Minnesota such methods must be used as are likely to achieve the 
end in view. A patient in seeking the recovery of his health is not 
too much concerned about the taste of the medicine that is admin 
istered. The important thing with him is the cure. And this is 
true of the medicine which tin1 crime commission prescribes to cure 
our social ills. 
The facts of the situation are on the side of the commission in 
its recommendation. 
Present police forces seem to be unable to 
cope with the criminal forces at large in this state, and whatever 
method will result in safeguarding the lives of unarmed citizens, 
who are in danger of being shot down in cold blood, should be in­ 
troduced. A drastic cure is sometimes demanded by a violent dis­ 
ease.

One of the demands that is made upon any enterprise is that 
it do what it is expected to do.

their failure to make good does not relieve them of their obligation 
to fulfill their function. 
Because of the strike of shopmen during the summer and fall 
of 1922, the railroads may claim that they were handicapped in 
their attempt t of unction up to the demands of (fie territories they 
serve. 
This, however, is not a satisfactory reason for failure to 
serve the nation. The government and people of the United States 
w?ere not responsible for the strike. These suffered inconvenience 
because of it. 
The strike was over a matter that concerned the 
railroads and their employes. 
There are always two parties to an industrial dispute, and a 
certain amount of blame attaches to both parties, because it proves 
that these two parties cannot conserve the public interest by set­ 
tling their grievances without a show’ of strength, which results in 
loss to the public in general. 
The railroads are answerable for any failure to fulfill their 
function as carriers, just as the merchant is responsible for the 
deficient service his clerks may offer to his customers. The public 
is not responsible for either the clerk’s neglect or the shopmen’s 
strike. Excuses do not carry freight and produce, as the farmer 
of the Northwest knows to his sorrow’. The interstate commerce 
commission is justified in investigating the reasons for the failure 
of the railroads to carry the produce of the people they serve. The 
Esch-Uummins law should work both ways—protecting the roads 
against loss, and protecting the people against inadequate serv ice. 
The nation has a right to demand adequate equipment and service.

T ills is no time in which to impute unworthy motiv e* to those 
who are seeking to tiring about a solution of world problem*. Our 
ag e is super-critical, and wte demand a personal and national ideal­ 
ism of others which indiv idually and nationally we do not ourselv es 
attain. 
All nations are influenced by motiv es in which self-interest 
predominates, and this is true ev en thoug h certain humanitarian 
motiv es may be bound up with the self-interest that so larg ely de­ 
termines action. 
There is no question but that all of the nations represented at 
Lausanne are seeking to secure their own adv antag e in their deal­ 
ing s with the Turks and with each other. 
Great Britain is in a 
position where her stand is likely to subject her to criticism. Aralw 
and oil are mix ed in the territory which Britain seeks to hold. Hu* 
this can he confidently affirmed : 
In g uarding the oil Britain will 
protect the Arabs, or in protecting the Arabs she will g uard the 
oil. 
Which is dearer to the British g ov ernment, the oil or the 
Arabs, is a matter that may easily be g uessed at in an ag e that is 
not particularly g iv en to placing human interests first. 
The conference at Lausanne is serv ing a useful purpose by 
compelling the nations to show their hands. When all the cards are 
on the table, and each nation knows what ev ery other nation holds, 
there will l>e a chance of deciding just how the g ame stands. 
Of 
course the nations, all of them, are play ing for personal adv antag e 
Nothing other than this can la- ex pected. 
And in the end what is 
of adv antag e to the nations in conference will be of adv antag e to 
the territories u rider discussion. 
No one would sug g est that the 
Arabs would be l>etter off under the control of the Turks than und­ 
er the protection of Britain. 
And ev en thoug h they win such pro­ 
tection because they are where the oil is, the protection protects 
just as completely . 
In fact U» e g reater the wealth of the territory 
the g reater is the likelihood of full protection. 
It is also true that the self-interest of the nations, in dev elop­ 
ing the resources of such territories, will bring g ain to those who 
occupy them. Natural resources would lie undev eloped were it not 
for the resourcefulness of the nations that hav e dev eloped ability 
along this line. The nativ es could not undertake such dev elopment.

It IS not surprising that the Minnesota crime commission 
should recommend that a state constable force be org anized in Min­ 
nesota. While a subcommittee of the crime commission <1 id not g o 
so fa r as to make such a demand, but asked that the matter la» stud­ 
ied and a recommendation made later, the commission itself ap­ 
prov es the idea of a state constabulary . 
The commission ex pects to face objections to such a proposal 
but is face to face with the fact that criminals are running at Urg e, 
committing horrible crimes and escaping the penalty . 
When mini 
are shot down in cold blood, as Orv ille i \ Walby , World War v et­ 
eran, was shot to death in his g rocery store in Minneapolis on 
Saturday nig ht as he stood w ith his hands abov e his head in obed­ 
ience to the command of his murderers, it is to be ex pected that 
those who are entrusted with the* duty of making recommendations 
for the prev ention of crime will be led to take a stand for what, 
were it not for such horrible crimes, they would not think of asking . 
Drastic methods must sometimes Ik* adopted to g ain desired 
ends, and in seeking to check the spread of crime in the State of 
Minnesota such methods must be used as are likely to achiev e the 
end in v iew. A patient in seeking the recov ery of his health is not 
too much concerned about the taste of the medicine that is admin­ 
istered. 
The important thing with him is the cure. 
And this is 
true of the medicine which the crime commission prescribes to cure 
our social ills. 
The fa cts of the situation are on the side of the commission in 
its recommendation. 
Present police force's seem to be unable to 
cope with the criminal forces at larg e in this state, and whatev er 
method will result in safeg uarding the liv es of unarmed citizens, 
who are in dang er of being shot down in cold blood, should be in­ 
troduced. 
A drastic cure is sometimes demanded by a v iolent dis­ 
ease.
